“If the authorities had hoped of bettering their 
arrangements by the substitution of hospital stewards 
for quartermaster-sorgeants they would have taken 
steps to send some of us out, but they know, as we know, 
that the idea is wholly impracticable. 

“A nurse is always a nurse, but a steward is not 
always a steward, by which I mean to say, that there 
are not two hospital stewards, at any rate, in London, 
whose duties are one and the same. 

“Stewards of big liners, o. even quartermaster- 
sergeants, are not to be likened to a hospital steward, 
for while the former have charge of vast stores and are 
direct administrators, the latter is not so well placed as 
—— thoes for hospital, generall 

“ Beyond those for current use, a ital, generally 
speaking, never has a stock of stores on hand. Our 
hospitals live purely from band to mouth. Hospital 
ren will satisfy you as to the veraciousness of that 
statement. 

“What do hospital stewards do? It depends on the 
hospital, and how it is worked by the executive body. 
At my own hospital, for instance, I am responsible for 
the commissariat. and I order in things requisitioned by 
5 officials. Every hospital has its own way of 
working. 

“How is a hospital usually administered? Take 
ours. We have here a warden who is the mouthpiece 
of the committee. The duties of the office are ge | 
secretarial. Although I order on my own account 

the stores required here, yet my office is subordinate to 
that of the warden. Many hospitals have no warden, the 
duties of this office being amalgamated with those of 
the steward. The chief executive officer at a well- 
known hospital on the south side happens to be the 
steward, but usually it is the sec 8 

“I am steward and clerk here, and am also held 
responsible for seeing that all repairs are carried out. 

“The matron is head of the domestic side of a 
hospital, being held responsible for all the female 
service, nursing and domestic, and for all the linen used 
in the wards, and she has also other duties thrown in. 

“ Wanting an article, she sends in a Proper! signed 
requisition to the steward, who gets it countersigned by 
the next sitting committee. Certain discretiona’ 
authority is vested in the officer acting as steward whic 
enables him to order a thing at once if it be needed 
immediately. 

“Surgical instruments and drugs? The executive 
side of a general hospital has nothing to do with its 

rofessional requirements. Separate and quite distinct 
rom the general committee there is the drug committee, 
a body which is the guardian of the professional or 
medical branch of a hospital. It orders all drags and 
instruments and professional appliances, except in those 
— men use their own small ins tru - 
mente. 

“ The executive and professional administrations in 
nearly all hospitals are carried out separately, and they 
hardly ever clush. All study the one main thing—the 
comfort of the patients, and we make that our ideal. 

“Going back to the original question, hospital 
stewards would be very much out of place at the front, 
for they would not know what to do.

“The reorganisation of that country's affairs will 
no doubt lend to many leaving the old country, and 
mine, to try their luck on the South African goldfields. 

“ My advice, in the first instance, to those intending to 
go out to the diamond or gold fields is never to abandon a 
claim unless they are thoroughly convinced that there 
is nothing in it. Abandoned claims have over and over 
again proved in the end very rich. There were a few 
men working a claim at Walballa, in my country. They 
had worked it for some months with only poor results. 
One of them, who had 200 shares in the mine, lost hope, 
and having drawn on his little capital and reduced it 
con-iderably, and not caring to incur further debt with 
his landlady, he decided to barter his shares with the 
latter in lieu of a month's board and lodging he owed. 

“The woman agreed to accept the papers, although 
he told her that he thought that they were not worth 
twopence.

Building Crooked Houses. 


One of the curious things to attract the attention of 
visitora to Holland is the leaning of a majority 
of the houses. To see certain parts of Rotterdam and 
Amsterdam it would seem a3 though there were no 
hauses there standing perfectly straight, and that t 
numbers of them must collapse. In buildings aide by 
side some will lean forward. some backward, and others 
sidewise. Their old cracked walls suggest that it is the 
result of age, while of course it is principally due to 
the soft, wet ground un which they are constructed. 

There are, however, many buildings in these cities 
which were originally and unmistakably built ont of the 
straight. For instance, not far from the Hotel Vieux- 
Doelen, where the delegates to the Peace Conference 
stayed, there is an extension being built to one of the 
churches, and although the walls are not yet completed, 
they lean outward more than twelve inches. Another 
instance of this is found in some of the corner houses, 
whose walls lean out over each street. In many cases 
new house: are evidently put up to match the houses 
alongside. Strangely enough, though, there are com- 
paratively few cases on record of collapse. 

At Frankfort-on-the-Main, though, of course, such 
construction is not so common in Germany, there is one 
street in which two houses on opposite sides of the 
street lean over so far that their roofs meet over the 
street. In one of these houses Lord Rothschild was 
born. In Paris, on the other hand, it is noticeable 
that the builders intentionally construct the houses 
so that they lean backward slightly, to add to their 
atability. 

But almost in the centre of Paris there is one big 
stone building which leans out fully three and one-half 
feet over the sidewalk. So solid, however, are the Paris 
buildings that this one is claimed to be safe.
